CALIFORNIA. 
The Santa Clara Murder—Startling De­ 
velopments. 
San Jose, March 15;h.—There are start­ 
ling developments in the Lexington murder 
case. To-day, at L » (jatos, tbe inquest on 
the death of Eenourden and McIntyre was 
resumed, and Msjor*, a saloon-keeper of 
the town, and poese>s?d of considerable real 
estate, pave such testimony as induced the 
officers to regard him wirh suspicion. He 
was an intimate friend of Jewell, and twice 
at night went, out wi h him riding toward 
Lexington. Martin Velasco testified that on 
3naday night when Jewell came to Majors’ 
saloon, that Majors closed up and put two 
sticks of wood in the stove. Majors said he 
went home, and that Jeweli, who had his head 
cut, left, but Velasco did not see him leave 
the saloon. John Showers, who was captured 
at Gilroy, was brought to the Ccuuty Jail 
to-d3y, aud made a confession implicating 
Majors. He says Majors planned the rob­ 
bery of Rencwdep, saying the old man had 
820,000 buried by tbe house; th it he fur­ 
nished Jewell with a pistol; that Jewell and 
himself (Shower.) went to Renowdfln’s on 
Sunday evening, and were surprised to find 
McIntyre there ; that they went in aud had 
supper, saying they had lost the trail; that 
alter scppsr Jewell called Renowden out of 
doors, ostensibly to learn where the trail was. 
and then presented two pistol* at his head 
3nd threatened to kill him if he resisted; 
that Renowden sprang on him and 
grasped one pisto!, breaking Jewell’s 
finger a*, he did sc; that Jewell then 
shot with a self-cocker, and at the 
same time Renowden struck him on the head, 
cutting the gash sp keu of by Majors ; that 
Jewell then Ehot him twice, and rushed to 
tho cssistacce of Shower*, who was struggling 
with McIntyre ; that Jewell ehot McIntyre, 
and then both ho and Showers fled. They 
went to Majors’ salo n, told him what oc­ 
curred, and were furnished with money to 
leave. This evening, at 10 o’clock, Mbjors 
was brought in from Los Gator, having bcec 
arrested by citizens. Tho inquest will be re­ 
sumed hero to-morrow at 9 A. m. at the 
Coutt-houso. ShowsrE will be called aa a 
witness. Jewell is still at large. The ex­ 
citement at Lo* Gatos is iacieadcg, and the 
arrest cf Msjors was made to prevent lynch­ 
ing. 
The Collin* .Tfnrder Trlui. 
N evada, March 15th.—Evidence in tbe 
Collins ca-.e was concluded tc-day, and argu­ 
ment will begiu tc-morrow. CoL’ios was on 
the witness stand tnoe's of the day. With 
one or two exceptions, he denies e very im­ 
portant fact proven against him. He swears 
that he was in Sacramento on the day the 
robbery was committed, but his evidence 
cr uld not ba substantiated. Two witnesses tes­ 
tified that a miner namrd Jack Brainerd sud­ 
denly dirappsared from this vicinity the dsy 
before the murder, under circumstances 
which at the time led many to suspect him of 
being one of the implicated parties. 
New Cases of Small-pox. 
Nevada, March 15:h—Two new cases of 
small-pox were developed to-day, but neither 
are of a malignant type. A daughter of 
Charles Richards has tie disease, havirg con­ 
tracted it from the family where it first ap­ 
peared. L. O. Palmer, a pattern-maker, 
became exposed two or three days sicce, and 
ha is down with the dieesse. Yollcw flags 
have been put out at both places. The 
schools will probably be closed to-morrow. 
Sensational Recnrt Contradicted. 
W illow s, March loth.—A report of a sen­ 
sational character appeared in a San Fran­ 
cisco paper to-day, etating that the drought 
in this county had so seriously affected the 
farmers and others that those awning stock 
had begun to diepose of them and depart for 
the mountains. Nothing could havo been 
said so palpably at variar ce with tbe truth. 
It is ttue that the prospects arc, at the pres­ 
ent time, not &3 favorable as is desired, yet 
there is hope for a good half crop in this sec­ 
tion of Colma county. At least your re­ 
porter has falter*, after persistent inquiries, 
to learn of any cue aeliitg stock with a view 
of migrating to the mountains on account of 
an anticipated drought. Drought or no 
drought, this end of Colusa county is abund­ 
antly able to take care cf its stock and hold 
its own, as we were never ia a better financial

faith in ourconniy.

Acbcun, Msrch 15;h.—In tke Superior 
Court to-day Stephen Richards was ar­ 
raigned upon information for the murder of 
Thomas Nichols, and entered a plea of not 
guilty. The case will be Bet for trial Tuesday.

Health. 
San Francisco, March 15th.—A fire late 
this afternoon on Brannan street destroyed 
abont 88.000 worth of property. 
The Irish-American citizens are making 
extensive preparations for celebrating St. 
Patrick's dsy. There will be the usual pa­ 
rade. oration cnl literary exercises. Ñu- 
merous delegations fr m abroad are expected. S 
A meeting wan held to-night by the Board 
of Health.

Inquiry Relative to the Sys.cm of Special 
Contracts, 
[Special to the Reccrd-Uxion.1 
San Francisco, March 15:h. — A t the 
meeting of tho Board of Railroad Ccmmis- 
sioners held tc-Jay all the members were 
present. The forma) heariEg of the trial of 
the case of Richards !c Harrison vs. the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad Company was held, acd 
which ia the first regular investigation of a 
complaint in the form cf a trial that w£* ever 
held before the Board. The complaint filed 
was billed by Secretary Acdrns as Complaint 
No. 1. W. H. L. Barnes appeared for the 
defendants and R. J. Harrison for the firm, 
the plaintiffs. 
Richard Gray was called by Mr. Harrison, 
and testified as follows: I am the General 
Freight Agent of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road ; am not aware of any special contracts 
made in this State except those in writing. 
These contraéis contain the rates for which 
goods may be shipped from all points in the 
United State?. Tbe party of the firet part 
agrees that he will ship his goods overland 
only by the roads of the party of the second 
part. Four roads are mentioned in the con­ 
tract, namely, the Union Pacific, the Atchi­ 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe, the Missouri- 
Pacific, and GalveetoD, Harrisburg and San 
Antonio. Of course, the shipjtera agree not 
to eend goods around the Horn. There is a 
special tariff for tho shipper*. 
A blank form of a contract of special rates 
to New York was identified by Mr. Gray t>3 
the blank now used by the Central Pacific. 
He denied that the special contract syBtfm 
ever existed in this State, although tho con­ 
tracts were signed by parties in this city with 
parties in the East. 
Mr. Harrieou—By what an'hority do you, 
or does your read, tct as agent for these 
roads ? 
Mr. Gray—We have no general authority 
as agent. We do not receive pay for freight. 
We hive an understanding with them that 
we shall fulfill our part of the contract. We 
settle our accounts with tho Union Pacific 
every day. This ia the custom of all roads. 
The G., H. and S. A. R. R. was admitted to 
this special contract io the year 1882. In 
1880 the Union Pacific was the only other 
party in the contract. Tne Central Pacific 
Railroad has never appeared as a party to 
any west bound contract. We have nothing 
to do with making the rates of the contract— 
the rates are already established. We are 
inteusted in the rates to the amount of our 
earnings. We get a certain proportion of the 
freight receipts. All the west-bound rates are 
left in tho bands of tho Eastern road3. On 
freight from this side of the Missouri river 
we get IG per cent.; the Union Pacific the 
balance. The Central Pacific has hid a voice 
in the formation of these rafe?. We had to 
submit to the majority. The Ur.icn Pacific 
has the greater interest. Tbe divisions be­ 
tween us are entirely by mileage. These con­ 
tracts will be given to any shipper applying 
for them. The contract must first be sub­ 
mitted to the Union Pacific before it btcomes 
an agreement. 
_ Mr. Harrison—Havo yon ever refused to 
i»sno cintroc s without applying to tbe 
Union Pacific ? 
Mr. Gray—Well, I am not prepared to say. 
Sometimes there might have been cases where 
the clerk, for some reason’known to bimeelf, 
refuse:! the applicant the contract desired, 
but I don’t lemember any. Don’t think there 
have been any casts of the sort. 
Mr. Harrison—Have you ever asked or ever 
heard of applicants agreeing to do business 
with any particular firm. 
Mr. Gray—I never have. 
Mr. Barnes called the attention of th e; 
Bosrd to the fact that Mr. Harrison was 
wandering from the subject cf the complaint. 
He asked that he ba confined to the special 
matter alleged in the paper filed, and npon 
which only testimony should be heard. 
Mr. Foote thought that this complaint 
might be made the occasion of the investiga­ 
tion of the entire contract system. The de­ 
cision in this case could then be made the pre­ 
cedent in all future caees that might come 
before the Board. 
To this Mr. Barnes disagreed. He thought 
the special contract system, in general, need 
not now bs investigated, and aeked that tbe 
witness be jjontined to giving strictly evi­ 
dence, nod evidecce only. If the Board, ia 
making a decision in the case, wished to give 
a general order, that would be proper, but 
this special case ought not to be made a ger,- 
er;l one. Ho disputed the legal right of the 
Board in this manner of procedure. 
A long discussion on this subject followed. 
Chairman Carpenter thcught that it was the 
duty of the Board to make a record for refer­ 
ence, which might apply not to this case only 
but to this cla38 cf cai.es. The case ought to 
be conducted and decided ia such a manner 
that it might he carried into fha courts of 
justice. Therefore the testimony and tha en­ 
tire case ought to ba conftsed to the special 
subject of complaint. He disputed with Mr. 
Foote in his opinion in this regard, and somo 
warm words ensued. It wan finally decided 
that the witness answer the question which 
cccaeioned the discussion. 
The question 
csked was, “ Have you ever referred appli­ 
cants fir contracts to other contract custom­ 
ers to import gocds on their contracts ?” The 
reply was, “ No.” 
Mr. Harrison—In case of protest by over­ 
charges, do you exact prepayment ? 
Mr. Gray—We do. 
Mr. Harrison askod whether the company 
had ever discovered the parties to a contract 
viola:!eg the terms by importing goods 
around the Horn, and called Mr. Gray’s at­ 
tention to a bill of lading with the Chicago, 
Milwaukee &Dd St. Raul, to Richards k Har­ 
rison. 
Mr. Gray, in reply, said it was no contract 
with the Central Pacific Railroad; it was 
merely between the other railroad mentioned 
and Mr. Harrison’» firm. He then gave a di­ 
rect answer to the question, that such viola­ 
tion had ccourrcd. 
Mr. Harrisi c—What precautions are used 
to prevent such breach cf contract? 
_ Mr. Barnes objected to this question sb 
irrelevant. Tho objection was not sustained. 
The witness said in answer that the pre­ 
cautions are used by tha merchants them- 
Eelve». 
The witness was asked what a little note 
down in ore corner, reading “ contract cn 
beer,” meant? He replied that it mer.ni 
nothing to his ro»d. 
A number of other papers were submitted, 
m.oit of them pertaining to the grievances cf 
Richards & Harrison. 
General Barnes then cross-examined the 
witness regarding the special contract busi­ 
ness. The witness teitified that the contacts 
had been mad3 with the trunk lines and the 
overland roads across the continent. The 
trunk lines referred lo are the New Y. rk 
Central, the Pennsylvania road, the Erie, 
and trie Baltimore acd Ohio. These con­ 
nect at Chicago with the Chicago and Nnrth- 
weste n, the Rock Island, the Chic >go, Bur­ 
lington and Quincj, the Milwaukep, St. 
L.uis and Pacific, Chieigo. Milwaukee and 
St. Panl, and the Missouri Pacific. These 
are known as the Iowa lines. Other roads 
connect at St. Louis. Of all receipts for 
freight west of Chicago tbe Iowa lines get 15 
pc-r cent., not including five cents arbitrary 
that is taken out by the bridge across the 
Missouri river. The Union Pacific and Cen­ 
tral Pacific thus get the remainder on the 
basis of 54 per cent, and 4G per cent, re­ 
spectively. 
Witness stated, in reply to questions by 
Chairman Carpenter, that the charges on 
freight were based on mileage, and that the 
offices of tbe Central and Union Pacific at 
Ogden were separate and distinct. 
After further examination, the Board ad­ 
journed until to-murrow morning.

BBXCGIM THE GAP. 


One bill passed by tbs Legislature tie. 
serves special commendation. 
I t was in­ 
troduced by Mr, Oiminetti, and was ap­ 
proved by the Governor March 9th. 
It 
meets w ith r.he approval o£ all thoughtfpl 
educators. 
It provides th at ali nchools, 
unless otherwise provided by law. shall 
be 
divided 
into primary 
and 
gram­ 
m ar grades, and 
» course 
of stndy 
be 
adopted 
in 
the latter th at ehal 
enable students to prepare themselves 
to enter the scientific department of the 
State University, 
The course shall be di­ 
vided into four grades—one year to each 
grade—and bo known as the grammar 
school course. 
It is to be taught in school 
districts that shall elect to establish it, 
after notice given to electors. 
As the law 
already permits nevera! contiguous school 
districts to unite for th e establishment of 
schools, it will be eeen that they can form 
a union for the joint maintenance of this 
new grammar grade, to bridge the gap 
between the common schools and the Uni­ 
versity. 
Nearly all the country districts 
receive or raise more money than is suf­ 
ficient to maintain primary schools, but not 
enough to support in each district a pre­ 
paratory grammar school. 
But it will be 
very easy for four or five districts to unite 
for the establishment of suoh a school. By 
these means the most serious fault in our 
Bchoo! system wili be remedied. Of course 
the new law does not apply to cities or 
where high schools are supported. 


Is tto recent criticisms and prcas disputes upon 
the works or Mr. H. II. Bancroft, and the aisiuits 
upon his methods, it is made more and more evident 
that in the literary criticism of this day there is 
wan tine that judicial spirit so necessary to an im­ 
partial judgment. IVe are led to believe that the 
■habit of fault-finding is growing among literary men 
of the press. Tho newspaper critics too often a t­ 
tempt, by the sbarpnee* of their blades, to atone for 
the lack of discrimination with which their blows are 
delivered. There can be no competent judgment 
without competent examination. The comp.tent 
examiner of a work must be more than a mere fault 
finder. What he is to eeek for is the good as wel! as 
the bad in the work. If tho latter aione be bis ob­ 
je c t his “ review ” cannot be instructive, and never 
im pirtial. 
“ Consdence,” said an eminent scholar, 
“ is a vital firtor in critici-m." Criticism should 
never descend either to a mere- defense nor a pur­ 
poseful attaek, for it is one of the highest forms of 
judicial determination. In Mr. Bancroft’s case 
mane of his critics seem to have left the resalgo! 
his woik out of sight, in considering the methods 
employed by which he obtained Iris facts and put his 
work to press. These ifionid have little value in 
estimating pages at their true worth. W hatistrueof 
criticism of his hooks ¡3 to be noticed in very much 
of the criticism of the newspapers of the day. 


F kom the first week of the legislative session to 
the last day the ttncohh-Unios called attention to 
tho necessity for action on the forestry question. 
The Legislature admitted the force of the argu­ 
ments presented, and appointed a commission, with 
jurisdiction limited to the Tahoe section, and one 
Commissioner for the whole forest region, but it 
proved impossible to procure an appropriation or 
money to enable Professor Hanks to go in person 
into the wooded slopes. Now that the cession has 
closed, more than half of the San Francisco press 
awakens to the importance of the snhjcct and in 
long leaders call for act!or, one paper alone holding 
that no damage is resulting from denudation of our 
hills. The truth is the majority of the San Fran­ 
cisco papers have been so color blind on the rail­ 
road and water questions that they could sec nothing 
else during the session. 


- I t would scarcely seem necessary to repeat that an 
appropriation for a building does not contemplate 
the furnishiog of I t ; that an order to construct a 
hous9 does not carry with it the right to put iu a 
furnace. We have no objection to machinery being 
out into the new Pavilion, but do entertain the be­ 
lief that what the Legislature meant, what the peo­ 
ple who voted intended, and what the true interpre­ 
tation cf tho law conveys, is a building worth 
§30,000 when erected, printed, and ready for furnish­ 
ing and occupancy. The floor—platforms and ter­ 
raced floors are parts of the building, but engines 
and machinery are not parts. Put up the building, 
and tru rt t-o good management and success to pay 
for an engine and shifting; but do not take the 
risk of injunctions, moved by enemies, to stop the j 
payment of the State’s share.

RUSSIA. 


The dispatches have been diligently in­ 
forming us of the greatly improved condi­ 
tion of affairs in Russia. 
W e are not pre­ 
pared to accept the statements. 
Careful 
examination of European journals does not 
confirm the news. 
That Nihilism has 
been suppressed is trnc in one sense, but it 
is not true th at it has lost any of its vigor. 
As we understand it, it has simply taken a 
new and temporary form. 
Less virulent 
than before, it is more powerful in its 
abandonment of dynamite methods. 
It is 
taking shape as a political party which de­ 
mands radical changes in a form of gov­ 
ernment, and seeks them in political rather 
than in actual revolution, but holds to the 
latter as a possibility constantly to be kept 
in view. 
T hat the Czar may walk abroad 
with fewer guards, feels free to attend 
public entertainmeuts and to fix the month 
—not the day—for his coronation, proves 
only the tolerance of the Nihilists, among 
whom wiser counci's are prevailing. 
But 
that there is an improved state of affairs 
remainB to be seen ; rather it is a change 
of tactics which, when the demand for a 
constitutional government is refused, will 
result in a more violent outburst than 
Russia has yet witnessed, for the Nihilists 
are gaining recruits before unapproachable, 
and are stirring the people against the Czar 
deeper than ever. 


HOPE FOR THE WORLD. 


There is no longer any question as to the 
progress of the world. 
That the genera­ 
tion is better than it has been credited 
cannot be doubted. 
Governor B in Butler, 
who has been popularly supposed to be 
a peseimiat, rises at a banquet and de­ 
clares that the world ¡3 growing better; 
that things are

they eeem; that 
men aro wiser, more virtuous—in short, 
that men and women of this day stand on 
a higher moral plane than their predeces­ 
sors. 
If this is not enough to convince, the 
fact may be recalled that a San Francisco 
Supervisor stood in his place Monday night 
and revealed an attem pt to bribe him, and 
the personified virtue of the Board, Mr. 
Strother, exclaimed, “ God bless the hon­ 
est Supervisor from the Second.1' 
That in 
response to this invocation the showers of 
divine bleating will descend like gentle 
dews upon the member, who will doubt ? 


COMMUNISTIC FEELING. 


The San Francisco Commercial Herald, 
which is not given to hasty words, says re­ 
garding this State, that the communistic 
feeling has been stronger in our community 
than in any other eection of the Union, 
and it ought not to take a prophetic vision 
to see what it has already accomplished nor 
what it may do in the future. 
It believes 
that instead of keeping pace with other 
sections, we have been lagging behind, and 
we can attribute it to no other cause than 
an ungenerous disposition towards those 
whose aid is essential to the prosecution of 
enterprises th at in other sections are fos­ 
tered to the fullest extent possible. 


W . K. Ackerman recently read before 
the Chicago Historical Society a lengthy, i 
exhaustive and deeply interesting paper 
on the history of railroad building in the 
U nited States. 
A3 a historical document 
it is a work worthy a very prominent place 
in the archives of the Chicago Association. 
The paper is too extended to justify the 
attem pt to give an outline of its features, 
but on some topics Mr. Ackerman, whose 
experience as a railroad builder and man­ 
ager qualifies him to give an opinion, speaks 
with such positiveness and conciseness as 
to w arrant special reference. 
He shows 
that the grant and sale of railroad lands 
brought .to 
settlement in 
Illinois on 
average 
farms 
of 
eighty 
acreB 
no 
less 
than 
30,000 
heads of families, 
representing 150,000 souls. 
The rapid 
settlement 
of 
the 
railroad 
lands 
stimulated the sale of Government tracts 
which for years had bean in the m arket 
but remained unsold, though for a consid­ 
erable time they could have been obtained 
with land warrants at about one-half the 
Government price. 
After the location of 
the Illinois Central Railroad a large por­ 
tion of them were immediately sold for 
from $2 50 to $5 an acre, and the line of 
the road began to fill up with hardy and 
enterprising settlers, enabling the Govern­ 
ment to close its land offices. 
Here then 
we learn of compensation to the State and 
to the Government, that the demagogue 
who constantly prates about the gifts to 
railroads studiously ignores. 
In another 
place he proves th at from 1851, the period 
from which dates the active construction of 
railways in Illinois, tho assessed value of 
real estate in th at commonwealth amounted 
$119,8(58,330. 
In 18S2, by steady growth 
it reached$809,995.795. 
In ISSOthe State 
had 76,208 cultivated farms ; in 1880 the 
number was 255,741. 
From 1835 to 1869 
the State granted 413 charters, Sad be. 
tween 1870 and 1882 376 companies filed 
articles of incorporation. 
In 1851 but one 
railroad entered Chicago, and np to 1S52 
but 95 miles of track lay in the State. By 
the close of 1855 there were 2,410 miles. 
Six of the leading lines entering Chicago 
operated in 1869 but 4,681 miles ; but up 
1882 their mileage increased to 13,130 miles. 
Chicago now ranks third among cities iu 
point of manufactures, and as the world 
knows, her transportation facilities, aiding 
her natural advantages, have been the 
great elements in her advancement. 
He 
gives a history of all legislation concerning 
railways and the efforts made to fix rate 
by law. 
Illinois was gradually driven by 
demagogy to a policy of almost oppressive 
restriction, from one of encouragement and 
liberality, until capital taking alarm, tho 
panic of 1873 w»3 precipitated and vast in­ 
jury done to material interests. ' In W is­ 
consin the people became satisfied that 
such a policy was mischievous, and re­ 
pealed their “ cinch ” laws, and Iowa so 
far modified hers th at the railroads and the 
Commissioners are enabled to work in har­ 
mony. 
Mr. Ackerman believes that rail­ 
roads have nothing to fear of Commissions 
properly 
constituted, 
and 
exercising 
authority judiciously. 
Such a Commission 
can be a great aid both to shipper and car­ 
rier, but the ability to exercise such an in­ 
fluence depends upon the character of 
the men selected, who should 
be of 
broad and liberal views, free from any 
prejudice, w ithout fear, without reproach, 
and carefully chosen on account of capaci­ 
ty, integrity,, and fitness for the position— 
not as a political reward. 
The New York 
law now requires that at least one of the 
Commissioners shall be “ experienced in 
railroad business.” 
He holds th at the 
shippers to-day regulate the rates of trans­ 
portation, not the railroad companies. 
In 
a closing sentence he declares th at the 
rule th at special rate3 must be given, when 
the commodity to bo forwa-dsd will not 
bear tariff rates, is one th at is approved by 
the judgm ent of every business man, and 
that the attem pt to regulate by an inflex­ 
ible law, a kind of business the chief dif­ 
ficulty in the management of which lies in 
its flexible nature, always has, and always 
will, prove a failure.

T errible Explosion iu London. 
L o n d o n , March 15th.—A terrible gas ex­ 
plosión occurred in the local Government 
Board cilices at Westminster at 9 o’clock to­ 
night. destroying much property. 
The re­ 
port was heard in the House of Commons, 
and caused alarm. 
The concussion was so 
great that it shook the side galleries and the 
reporters' gallery. 
It being the dinner hour, 
few members of the House weie in the hall. 
The Duke of Edinburgh was in the peers’ 
gallery, and seemed alarmed. The Speaker 
rang a bell, and asked the cause of the atare. 
No one wes injured. The wildest rumors are 
afloat. 
The report resembled the discharge of 
an 80-ton gun. 
L a t e r .—It is now believed that the explo­ 
sion was caused by dynamite, and was a de­ 
liberate attempt to blow up the Government 
offices. 
1 SECOND DISPATCH.] 
L o n d o n , March 16!h—a . m.—The explo­ 
sion was undoubtedly the work cf the Feni­ 
ans. 
The adjccent streets are filled with 
myriads cf fragments of glass, and heavy 
plate glass is lying in heaps on the groend. 
A stcne weighing two hundred pouuds wo3 
projected cgainst the King-strceS police sta­ 
tion, making a hole tho size of a man’s head. 
Nothing will be touched till an inquiry be 
made to day. 
ThfM'ull extent < f the damage 
cannot be estimated till daylight. 
Five hun­ 
dred constables are guarding the scene. 
The 
building has the appeatai.ee of having been 
bombarded. There is a deep trench, ten feet 
by three, in one room, the floor - Í which has 
been literally plowed. Two children sleeping 
in a house at the corner of King street were 
thrown from their beds by the force of the 
explosion, and their faces were badly cub 
They were taken to the pi lice station. Every 
pane of ghiss in the vicinity was shattered. 
A naan was erresied at midnight on suspicion 
o? being concerned iu tho explosion. 
[T1IIKD DISPATCH.] 
London, March 16;h—a. m.—The explo­ 
sion has been the subject of consideration in 
ths House of Ocmmoue. H arccurt,. Home 
Secretary, said he did not think it light to 
eay anything about tho matter uut.il an offi­ 
cial inquiry he.l been made. 
He bad heard 
that an attempt bad been made to blow up 
the Times office, but no injury was dome. 
The explosion 
was

at

miles. 
Ye;- 
terday 
evening 
a 
canister 
containing 
explosive material waa found behind the 
Times office, with, it is rumored, a lighted 
fuse attached. The police are making inves­ 
tigations. 
The officials think tho explosion 
was caused by gunpowder or dynamite. The 
■ fficers of the gas company declare that they 
can find no evidences that it was caused by 
gas. The f orce of the explosion shot a large 
portion of masonry across the street. 
Harcouri has had a conference with the 
Chief of IVics, at which several witnesses 
were examined. Ths conclusion retched was 
that the explosion occurred ¡cride the room, 
and not outside tho_ bnddirg. 
After tho ex­ 
plosion the force cf police at the houses oi 
Parliament was doubled. 
The Government 
offiojs and the residences of the Ministers are 
strongly guarded. 
The Times attaches little importance to ¡he 
explosion which occurred at its office. The 
canister contained only a small quantity of 
powder. 
The Daily Heics says: It is of course ob­ 
vious teat the explosion was the result of 
premeditated design. 
We are confronted 
with the fact that there are in London per­ 
sona bold enough to act on ths wildest coun­ 
sel of O’Donovau Rosea. 
The Times says : The Fenian answer to 
Gladstone’s speech on the Land Act was not 
long delayed. 
We are in tho presence of the 
first attempt of the dynamite party to carry 
out the policy of bringing the war into the 
heart of London. Ths explosion at our office 
occurred at 7:45 Wednesday evening, but the 
falling of tho canister prevented any ear: ms 
damage. There is reason to believe that there 
has been two attempts of this kind by the 
same miscreant?. 
The Government offices—the part occupied 
by Sir Charles Dilke and Local Government 
Board—are in an immense building bounded 
by Parliament street, Downing street, Charles 
street and Sc. James Park. 
Charles street 
Í3 dark and unfrequented at night, which 
partly esplairs the extraordinary fact that 
no lives were lost. The dynamite was placed 
on a window sill icoido the balustrade, where 
the fuse, when burning, would be concealed 
from the visw cf anyone passing. The force of 
the ixploi ion wi-s terrific. 
The great stcne 
balustrade was obliterated, tha moesive ma­ 
sonry torn into fragments, and the pavement 
shattered and ground to powder, a wooden 
structure cpp- site was blown into splinter?, * 
and a mass of stone was driven through the 
wall of the houss beyond it. 
Inside the 
walls there remained nothing but splintered 
wood, broken plaster, and walls buret asun­ 
der—an indercribablo scene of destruction. 
The street was completely covered with the 
fragments cf plate glass, blown bodily out and 
shatter’d to atoms. 
The doors of tha King- 
st-reet police station were burst in by the force 
of the air, and the occupants were prostrated. 
Broken timbers and masres cf stone were 
sent flyiug into King street. 
People crcs.rirg 
at Parliament street were knocked down. A 
hansom and horse were Hung across the side­ 
walk agaiuBt the front of the Whitehall, 
Club, in which the great plate glass windows 
were driven in a shower into the rooms. 
Everywhere 
the 
greatest 
consterna­ 
tion 
prevailed. 
People 
poured 
out 
of 
their 
houses, 
the 
broken 
glass 
cracking 
under 
their feet. 
Iu 
the 
House of Commons the alarm was geEeral, 
and many members left immediately. The 
lobby was emptied, and the people rushed 
out of Westminster Hall. Some 200 police 
and a detachment of the fire brigade took 
possession of Charles street, and drew a 
cordon around the building, which no one 
but members of Parliament and public 
officials were allowed to pass. 
As the 
alarm spread, excited bands flocked from all 
parts toward Westminster, and ths most 
intense excitement prevailed,.the report rapid­ 
ly gaining currency that lh9 House cf Com­ 
mons had been blown up. No one pretends to 
explain the motive or purpose of the act. 
It was ascribed to the Irish Inviccibler, as a 
matter of course, aud is described as a part 
of a Fenian plo’, threat and warnicg to the 
Government. 
One thing only is certain—it 
was a deed of frightful recklessness and 
atroci y, and only an inexplicable good for­ 
tune prevented it from being attended with 
the most eerions fatality.

A Strange Disease Among Chinam en. 
O tta w a (Ont.), March 15th.—Advices from 
British Columbia state that along the line of 
the Canada Pacific Railway the Chinese are 
fast disappearing from the ravages of a pecu­ 
liar disease. W ithin a few days six died ont 
of a gang of twenty-eight employed a few 
miles below Emary. The victim only lives half 
an hour after being attacked. There being no 
medical attendant provided by tho railway 
company for the unfortunate ChinameD, the 
nature of the disease creating such a thinning 
out is unknown. The symptoms are swelling 
of the feet and legs, as in cases of dropsy, 
and soon the whole tody is affected. The 
disease was known some years ago at Singa­ 
pore as "B errie berrie," and proved very 
fatal to the Chinese at that time. 
Bad Food, 
it is thought, has something to do with it, 
and want ol vegetable nourishment is sup­ 
posed to be another one of the canses. When 
a Chinaman dies a na’ural death, oris killed, 
his remains are put in a rough box, often 
much Ghorter than the corpse, aud placed 
somewhere out of the way. frequently tu t a 
light covering of earth hiding the box from 
tha view of pas.ers by. This way of doing 
things is complained of even by the In liaos 
living along the line of ths railway, for as 
scon as the water in the river lises and (he 
sand wa3he3 cff tha boxes containing thedead 
Ch’tiamen, the packages flaw down the river 
to tsde-wa.er c>r go to sea.

The interpreter in the Le3 Hung 
case is a young American boy, IS years of 
age, named C.,rl Rickards, from San Frac- 
cisco. The Chinamen do sot like the idea of 
haviwj other thau a Chinaman as interpreter, 
and ciii.tr ijhcy do cot understand many of 
the nu:tt)oifl>. Yesterday a Chinaman who 
claimed he did not understand a word of 
Erglish was put on the witness stand. There 
wtro two *t res in question, and the attorney 
was endeavoring to learn from the witness 
which one was the nearer to a certain etraet. 
The question had been asked a number of 
times and in many different ways, bnt the 
store could cot ba located. The Celestial 
became cxaapvrsted, and, turning to the law­ 
yer, said : “ Him between Second and Third 
streets. You too muchee smartee !” There 
have been other similar cases. The Court­ 
room is always well tilled with Chinamen, 
who are modi aroused at the presence of an 
American as an Interpreter. 
M ilita ry R eview . —Last evening Armory 
Hall was ti led to its utmost capacity to wit­ 
ness tho review and dre-s parade which was 
tendered to Brigadier-General Carey by the 
companies of the First Artillery Regiment 
located in this city. General Cosby and 
Colonel Tobin were present. About one-half 
of the occupants of the galleries were ladies. 
The hall had b=en handsomely decorated for 
tho occasion, and the companies made a good 
appearance. After the review the troops 
were formed into a skeleton brigade of four 
regimonta for dress parade. The lines was 
formed by Major Harney, as Assistant Adju­ 
tant-General, and the parad-j was conducted 
by General Carey. Lice and staff officers 
were detailed to act as field officers and Adju­ 
tants of tho regiments. Tho parade was 
very satisfactory, and much applause was 
received from - he spectators.

the blood comes out by leaps or jets, an 
artery has been severed, aud the person 
may bleed to death in a few minutes ; to 
prevent which apply the cord above the 
■wound, that is, between the wound and 
tho heart. 
In case a string or cord is not 
at hand, tie the two opposite corners of a 
handkerchief around tbe limb, put a stick 
hetween and turn it round until the hand­ 
kerchief is twisted sufficiently tight to stop 
the bleeding, and keep it so until a physi­ 
cian can bo had.

His eyes never open, and 
when raised up in bed, if his support is 
withdrawn, he will sink down as limp as a 
dead person. 
Various devices have been 
resorted to in the vain endeavor to arouse 
him from his lethargic condition, including 
electricity, shower baths, trickery, etc. In 
presence of the correspondent, D r.Granger,

He believes

He is 30 years of age, 
and unmarriod. The case, when it becomes

publicly 
known, 
will 
certainly 
awaken widespread attention in scientific 
aud medical circles.
